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SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Windham: 

Mindful of the present prevailing high costs we here- 
with submit our annual report for the year ending June 
30, 1921, together with estimates for the next fiscal year 
1922-1923. We have not made an extended report as our 
superintendent has covered all that need be said. The 
school year has been unbroken in any of the schools. Eaeh 
school has kept the required number of weeks. 

The proposition of opening the school at No. 4 has 

been carefully considered by the School Board. The 
State Board of Education was consulted, but owing to the 
fact that only five children reside in this district and a 
high salary is asked by teachers, the expense of fuel, 
janitors and supplies to keep the school, we deemed it 
wise to resort to transportation. We could transport these 
pupils at an increased expense to the town of but $4 per 
week or $144 for the year, owing to the transportation, 
route already established in No. 5 district. 
The report came to the board that families in two «af 
the other districts were willing to send their children te 
the No. 4 District if the school was opened, but after in- 
vestigating the report found it was not so. If parents 
are dissatisfied with the ruling of the School Board an 
appeal lies to the State Board of Eduéation in case 
parents comply with the ruling of the local Board. - The 
State Board will erant relief if the welfare of the children 
demands it. 

The budget we present will cover the needs of the 
schools for the year 1922-1923 as nearly as we can fores 
east at the present time.

BEPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Windham School Board: 
I herewith submit my second annual report of the 
schools of Windham. 
TEACHERS AND INSTRUCTION. 


None of last vear’s teachers are in the employment of 
the town at the present time. Miss Alice Powers, who 
taught at No. 6 School, was the only one to accept a 
school this vear. She resigned beeause of home duties 
Dee. 1. 

These vacancies have been filled by Miss Flora Char- 
ter at West Windham, Jasmine Faxon at the Depot, 
Bertha Eggleston at Canobie Lake and Miss Minnie Gar- 
land is temporarily appointed at Windham Center. 

viving due consideration to the number of changes 
our progress has been fairly good. The solution of the 
rural school problem after the buildings have been made 
healthful and sanitary is in the type of teacher em- 
ployed. The teacher should be rural minded with normal 
training and willing to serve three years in a place in 
order that her services may be effective. She should not 
only be a good teacher, but should possess qualities of 
leadership in her community. Changes in the teacher 
either by the removal of the teacher or pupil are disas- 
trous to the pupil. This year our difficulty has not been 
a lack of money to hire such a teacher but the scarcity 
of teachers with even a limited training who are willing 
to take rural schools. It is to be hoped that some trained 
teachers may be available in the near future. 


PLANT AND UPKEEP. 
Several school houses were repaired and renovated. 
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The upkeep on these houses should be slight for the next 
few years. The school nurse feels that in some details the 
schools do not yet conform to sanitary and healthful 
conditions. I am appending her report in these particu- 
lars. Teachers and pupils should display an interest in 
the schools renovated by keeping them in an excellent 
state of preservation and sanitation. 


MEASUREMENTS AND TESTS 

Tests have been given in reading, arithmetic, hand- 
writing, spelling, composition and general intelligence. 
These tests indicate to the teacher very clearly the type 
of individual treatment each child should receive. The 
tests disclosed that more individual attention must be) 
given the slow and backward children as well as the 
bright child. It is the function of the school to correct 
the undirected experience of the child. The teacher 
should discover not only the defects but the abilities and 
aptitudes of the child and direct his energies toward the 
undertakings and opportunities best suited to his abili- 
ties. For a full report of the results of these tests, see the 
Derry Town Report of this year. 


BUDGET. 

I would call attention to the fact that it is necessary 
for Windham to raise a $5 on the equalized valuation of 
the town, $970,400 or $4.852 for elementary school pur- 
poses in order for the town entitled to State aid. A 
small amount of State aid was awarded this year 
($100.00). Owing to the fact that the school meeting was 
held previous to the legislation of last winter’s Legisla- 
ture, the amount of the budget lacked a few dollars of 
entitling the town to State aid. On being assured that the 
town would care for this deficiency the State Board of 
Edueation granted the aid. A deficiency appropriation is 
accordingly recommended sufficient to secure the State 
aid. In other words, to hold this allotment it will be 
necessary for the district to expend the above sum previ- 
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ous to July 1, 1922, or the allotment will revert to the 
State. The estimate of the School Board for 1922-1923 
provides just enough to expeet some participation in the 
State aid distribution next vear. 

It has been a pleasure to serve with the Sehool Board 
this year. You have held regular meetings, monthly or 
more often, and given. careful consideration to all matters. 
that have come before the Board. This record indieates 
your willingness to givestime and energy to our sehools. 
I feel sure the town appreciates vour service.

Mr. Carl Cotton, Supt. of Schools: 
Dear Sir: 


I submit herewith my first report of school nursing 
done in Windham School District, from Jan. 14, 1919, to 
March Ist, 1922. My salary from Sept. 22, 1919, to July 
31st, 1920, was paid by the Manchester Chaise Ameri- 
can Red Cross, thereby giving a demonstration of this 
branch of child welfare work, with no expense to the 
town. It was with the expectation that the town would 
furnish transportation; since this was not done, little 
work was accomplished the first year. However, a few 
visits were made, and Dr. Tower of Derry gave each 
child of number 1-3-5 schools a thorough physical exam- 
mation. This service of the doetor was without compen- 
sation. 

Since Sept. 1920, transportation has been furnished, 
and three days a month given to health work in the 
schools. This consists of inspections for physical deteoes We 
and the teaching of health habits. “aif 

On Sept. 9, 1920, Dr. Cogswell examined the childrens | 
of number five.

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are very grateful to Dr. Cogswell for his co-operation.

No. 1 School should have a thorough cleaning of 
woodwork, floors, and furniture. Floors should be oiled 
and furniture refinished. : 

If present lighting arrangement is to be continued, 
which is not according to state requirements, electric 
lights should be installed to give adequate light on cloudy 
days, and latter part of afternoon. 

Nos. 3 and 5. Walls, seats and desks were painted 
during the last year. — : 

Other improvements necessary, to make the schools 
hygienic, are the changing of windows from three-sided 
lighting to left, or left and rear. To jacket the stoves, 
thus regulating heat and ventilation. Oiling floors. The 
reconstruction of toilets. Installing adjustable seats and 
desks. 

Our problem, which we carry along from year to 
year is that of pediculosis (Head Lice). Children having 
héad lice are excluded from school under the law whieh 
prohibits any person from attending school if afflicted 
with a communicable disease. In most cases the children 
are the same year after year. Much annoyance is caused 
other children who are entirely innocent victims. There 
are effective remedies for this condition, and with strin- 
gent efforts on the part of the parents, the entire exter-

mination could be enforced. A school nurse has no 
jurisdiction over pre or post school age. It is quite 
necessary to clean up the whole family. 

Health education is still in the pioneer stage, and not 
until we have a definite program extending through the 
grades, will the general advancement show to any appre- 
ciable degree, on the other hand, whatever the course in 
health education might be, instruction most worth while 
for any child depends upon the individual needs of the 
boy or the girl. 

To my mind the most important equipment any 
school should have is dependable scales, and systematic 
weighing. A child should grow and if he or she does not, 
there is a reason. Weighing once a month and sending the 
information home with the correct weight for age and 
height would go far towards stimulating interest in the 
parents. | : 

The goal we are in quest of is healthy men and 
women. Healthy men and women will insure to the 
community a higher mental and moral state. , 

Much credit is due the teachers for their interest and 
co-operation. , y
